Report State Tax Commission 1914 


Increase in Public Expenditures 


No power has constituted the members of the tax com- 
mission guardians of the public in respect to expenditures for 
the support of government, and they have no disposition to 
assume that role. Nevertheless, ‘‘economy being a most es- 
sential virtue in all states,” and it being ‘‘the duty of legis- 
lators and magistrates * * * to countenance and incul- 
cate the principles of * * * economy,” all as set forth 
in the constitution of this state, the commissioners believe 
themselves to be amply justified in urging, as they have so 
often urged before, the importance of this subject upon the 
voters of the state. The. public revenue, state and municipal, 
is the voters’ business and they are responsible, directly or 
indirectly, for every extravagance affecting it from the incep- 
tion to the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public author- 
ity upon people or property is in the broad sense of the term 
a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burdensome if called a 
fee ora fine. In the figures that follow therefore, all fees, 
fines, and other exactions, if any, are included with the taxes 
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upon polls and estates. To illustrate the comparative impor- 
tance of the two classes, it may be said that the taxes upon 
polls and estates represent about ninety-five per cent. and all 
other income above five per cent. of the total revenue of the 
state, and of the counties, cities, towns, districts and pre- 
cincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and bounds 
in recent years. _In 1903 the sum of all the taxes assessed by 
and within the state of New Hampshire was $5,373,420.22; 
in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of $3,391,618.85, 
or sixty-three per cent., in ten years. But these figures do 
not adequately represent the velocity the upward movement 
has now attained. To show that it is necessary to divide the 
ten-year period: The levy in 1908 was $924,388.79, or sev- 
enteen per cent. greater than in 1903, while that in 1913 was © 
$2,467 ,230.06, or thirty-nine per cent. greater than in 1908. 
By so much did the advance in the last half of said period 
exceed that in the first half. These figures will be more 
alarming if it is remembered that while taxes already suffic- 
iently heavy were advancing sixty-three per cent., the popu- 
lation of the state increased only about four and one-half per 
cent., and while the one was advancing thirty-nine per cent., 
the other increased only about two and one-fourth per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another angle. 
In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the annual 
increase in all taxes defined and limited as above was as fol- 


lows :

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The average vearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, how- 
ever, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the middle 
and considering the halves separately. For the first five years 
the average annual increase was $184,577.76; for the last 
five years it was $493,446.01. It is surely pertinent to con- 
sider how long the little state of New Ham pshire, almost sta- 
tionary in wealth, can sustain a tax already burdensome and 
increasing at the rate of practically half a million dollars a 
year without crippling her industries and impoverishing her 
people. Plainly it is a condition not calculated to attract 
capital from without the state or to encourage business with- 
in the same. 

From the fer capita standpoint the situation is not less 
disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes for 
each man, woman and child in the state. Five years later 
there were assessed $14.75 for each individual, and in five 
years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been equally dis- 
tributed among all the people it would have meant a burden 
of $100 for each family of five members. Though in reality 
there was little such equality in the assessment there was much 
in the payment. The fact is that those who occupy, use or 
consume property, no matter who owns it, are those who in 
the last analysis pay most, if not all, of the taxes thereon. If 
the wage earner or the man of limited means understood he 
was in reality paying something like $100 a year in state and 
municipal and half as much more in federal taxes for the gov- 
ernment of himself, his wife and three children, his influence 
and his vote would more frequently make for economy in ap- 
propriations and expenditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above para- 
graphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand except in 
part.

Miss Nellie M. Cummings has had charge of the gram- 
mar grades for the past two years, and Miss Alice M. Lord 
has taught the primary department for the past three years. 

Our teachers have labored faithfully and been very de- 
voted to the work. 

Our Superintendent has rendered excellent service and | 
has done much to improve and strengthen our school system. 

Miss Lucy M. Hoyt has supervised the music during the 
year, and good results along this line are being obtained. 

We appreciate the opportunity of introducing in our 
schools the subjects of manual training and the domestic arts. 
A beginning has been made the past year, the scholars are 
interested and adding desirable information to their store of 
experience. 

Regular and punctual attendance at schools count much 
for efficient school work, and we want to urge every parent 
to see to it that their children attend school unless detained by 
sickness or some other emergency. : 

We recommend to the Selectmen that they raise $250 for 
High School tuition, and $75 for school books and supplies 
for the coming year.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Newington :— 


The undersigned respectfully submits his first annual re- 
port as your Superintendent. It is obvious that the statistical 
tables presented deal with facts of my predecessor’s work in 
your school-rooms. It would be unfair for me to draw in- 
ferences or to make deductions from these figures since | am 
unable to determine the exact conditions under which they were 
obtained. I wish to take this opportunity to acknowledge the 
excellent state in which I found the records of the office pre- 
served, and to state that“this feature of his work has been of 
great benefit to me in adjusting myself to the work of the office. 

The attendance of the fall term was good with the ex- 
ception of a few cases which have bothered with more or less 
regularity up to the present writing. The writer has issued 
warnings and earnestly hopes that these together with a proper 
public sentiment aroused will be productive of a change for 
the better without the notoriety of a public prosecution. No 
pupil is required to walk an unreasonable distance. The cases 
alluded to are due to lack of interest on the part of parents in 
school work and possibly to carelessness as to the welfare of 
their children. 

For books and supplies about $45 have been expended to 
date. Only actual necessities of the school have been pur- 
chased. There have been no changes in texts and but $1.86 
has been expended for sewing and wood-working supplies. 

Our teachers who began their work with the fall term 
have already demonstrated their ability to handle their tasks 
in a proper and acceptable manner. Their spirit has at all 
times been praiseworthy and they have cooperated with me in 
every way in carrying out ideas which have seemed practical 
for the school and its environment.

Music and the practical arts have received their customary 
amount of attention. The work in these two branches is really 
a credit to the school system. The town is worthy of praise 
for undertaking work of this character which cannot but help 
to strengthen the education of the child. 


Many attempts have been made to make the text book 
take the place of the teacher. Failure of our systems of pen- 
manship may be attributed directly to the unpedagogic appli- 
cation of the texts, the teacher feeling that the text is the great 
work to be accomplished. The writing to be successfully 
taught must be rationally applied to all of the written work of 
the school room in such a manner that a natural way of writing 
is produced. Our writing should be the result of general de- 
velopment in all written subjects rather than wholly a drill in 
the writing period, the effect of which does not carry over 
into the written matter of other subjects. This general prin- 
ciple applies to all subjects but our weakness as teachers in 
this subject is more apparent because it is a matter of form. 


The reaction of the child to the work of the schoolroom 
is a test of the value of school work. The power to properly 
choose and express ideas and a sense of appropriateness in 
their use, is the goal we are aiming at in our language. De- 
velopment of the mother tongue is not acquired through or- 
atorical readings and set selections, but rather through a ra- 
tional developmepvt which involves ample opportunity for the 
child to express thought and an abundance of the right kind 
of material to work upon, without being embarrassed with 
technicalities in observing and reacting upon it. Let us give 
the childa series of properly graded and adjusted opportunities 
and direct his action upon the same in the proper channels. 
At the same time we should allow the child more or less dis- 
cretion as to how he acts upon the stimuli during his progress 
through the grades, in order that he may develop the faculty 
not only to think and express himself, but to adjust himself to 
a situation. The quantity and quality of these reactions are 
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sure indicators of our efficiency as teachers. 

It is therefore proper that we should see to it that the child 
is taught to think clearly and sharply, in the terms of the sub- 
ject itself, and not through technicalities of an analytic charac- 
ter so often clustered about a subject by text-book makers and 
misguided teachers. 


A new text book in spelling has been adopted. It is a 
work of concrete investigation of the material of English spell- 
ing by W. Franklin Jones, Ph. D., of the University of South 
Dakota, and consists of carefully graded lessons of words 
selected with due care as to the vocabulary which the child 
uses in school and after his school life. One great mistake in 
the teaching of spelling has been the lack of a standard as to 
what words should be chosen for spelling in the various grades. 
Too many of the words chosen by the teachers have been 
meaningless to the child and, hence, the effort made in acquring 
them has been all out of proportion to the value of the product. 
As the written expression upon any subject by a child is usual- 
ly three or four years behind the oral expression of the same 
subject, the child will not use the large words in his writings 
although he has been taught to spell them. The difficult 
words which the child uses are incorporated in this manual 
which was produced after the examination of many thousands 
of themes, written by children, with a view to teach the child 
how to spell all the words which he is ever likely to use. 
Such a vocabulary is sufficiently broad to cover the require- 
ments of the average person and includes all theso called close 
words, There is space in the book for the addition of words 
which are local in character. ‘The work has the endorsement 
of leading educators and our State Superintendent. 

The office system which was devised by my predecessor 
is being kept up and is open to inspection at all times. <A 
minature photo of each child in the district has been added to 
his individual record card which enables instant identification 
of the child whose name appears upon the card. This was 
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done without expense to the district. 

Teachers’ meetings of the entire force of the district have 
been held monthly at Portsmouth. 

The lighting arrangements of the schoo] house is ap- 
parently bad. I am working upon a scheme which will soften 
the glare of the cross lights, which I hope will prove worthy 
of adoption by you. 

I have no other suggestions to make other than those that 
I may take up directly with you. I wish to take this oppor- 
tunity of expressing my appreciation for many courtesies ex- 
tended to me by the Board and your hearty co-operation.
